Horace W. Amphlett, founder of the daily 
Times, and its editor and publisher during the 
first thirteen years of its existence as a daily | 
newspaper, passed away in San Francisco on 
the morning of November 29, 1933. 

During the last five years the growth of the 
city of San Mateo and of the county has been 
so great that there are doubtless many readers 
who have joined our ranks since that time. But, | 
like the old-timers who knew and loved Horace 
Amphlett, they, too, are indebted to him, for it 
was largely due to his courage and foresight 
that the Peninsula has made the progress it 
has in the last decade, and therefore it is in | 
part at least to his credit that they are now 
happy residents of the sunshine suburbs. 

Each year on this date the employes of the 
Times pause in their busy day of publishing a 
newspaper to pay silent tribute to Horace 
Amphlett whose spirit still pervades every copy 
tushed off the big Times press. Those who 
knew him understand our feeling and the sin- 
cerity of our reverence for him. 

Horace Amphlett, a graduate of the San Ma- 
teo High school, took over the weekly Times in 
1920. He was its sole staff, editorial, reportorial, 
circulation and advertising. He even carried 
the paper down B street every Friday night 
and left it at the doors of merchant subseribers. 
When he died thirteen years later he was 
acclaimed one of the most influential editors in 
the state, he had one of the most modern news- 
paper plants west of Chicago, he had established 

himself as the civic leader of the whole county 
and he had endeared himself to many thousands 
of friends and especially to the loyal group of 
workers who produced his newspaper under hy 
direction. He left ug a great responsibility and 
a deep understanding of his principles. Upon 
these principles the paper was founded and to 
these principles of honesty, courage and civic 
initiative we herewith pledge ourselves anew.

Jan Masaryk 


To members of the American Li- 
prary Association yesterday came a 
disembodied voice that traveled 
nearly 7000 miles urging Americans 
to watch over and safeguard their 
thousands of book sayjctuaries in the 
name of freedom and democracy. 

The voice, trembling with emo- 
tion, was that of Jan Masaryk, for- 
mer Minister to England from 
Czecho-Slavakia, whe, through short 
wave radio, addressed the Friends 
of the Library luncheon at the Hotel 
St. Francis. 

Into the crowded luncheon room 
Masaryk’s words flowed in a tragic 
stream. 

“To every student of current 
world affairs, the growing impor- 
tance of your association must be 
self-evident,’ he said. “When 
freedom of speech, of thought and 
of education is being curtailed in 
a large part of the world in a 
manner which, if called medieval, 
would surely be a euphemism, 
freedom of choice in literature as- 
sumes additional importance: free 
citizens of a free democracy must 
insist on being told actual facts 
besides enjoying free choice of in- 
ternational fiction. 

“T have been brought up, so to 
say, in the sanctuary of my father’s 
great library and today, in exile in 
London, my little library is by far 
my most treasured possession.

The original gold 
spike that joined the Union Pa- 
cific and Central Pacific railroads 
at Promontory, Utah., in 1869 is 
displayed in a burglar proof time 
vault showcase. 

Famous scenes from early San 
Francisco history and pictures and 
drawings of early characters are 
also part of the display. Most fa- 
mous of these is Joshua Abraham 
Norton, self-appointed “Emperor 
of the United States and Protec- 
tor of Mexico.” Norton at one 
time ordered his loyal subjects te 
build the Bay and Golden Gate 
bridges and then to connect the 
mainland with the Farallone 
islands,

French Decorative Terms 


A few French decorative terms should be mastered as to pronuncia- 
tion and type of piece: 


Fauteuil, an upholstered easy chair, but with open spaces under 
the arms. 

Bergére, an all upholstered arm chair. 

Dessus de porte, overmantels. 

Trumeau, a panel upon which both a mirror and small oil painting 
are imposed, then the whole treated like a mirror. 

Orbevoies, carving in strong and high relief. 

Bonheur de jour, a small and highly decorative lady's writing desk, 
designed for the boudoir. 

Cartonnier, a beautifully ornamented box for holding papers, which 
sets on the end of a long writing table. 

Causeuse, a small settee. 

Chauffeuse, a chair with a low seat. 

Coquetoire or Caquetoire, 16th century French armchair with extremely 

back. 

Cantonniéres , a part of the draperies of the bed. 

Duchess, a three-piece chaise longue--two bergeres and a stool. 

Encoignure, a corner cabinet. 

Escabeau, a stool with carved supports at either end. 

Escritoire, a writing desk with drawers, pigeon holes, etc. 

Espagnolette, head of woman wearing a ruff, seen on corner iis ele 
of Louis XIV, 

Etagére, the "whatnot" in society--a series of shelves and oekutbe: 

Garderobe, a wardrobe. 

Girandole, a branching chandelier or bracketlight. 

Grisaille, style of painting in shades of gray. 

// Gaéridon, pedestal or candlestand, used for holding flowers or lamps. 

Lambrequin, the drapery around top of a four poster bed. 

Tabaret,, silk upholstery with a satin stripe. 

Vignette, running ornament of leaves and tendrils. 

Vitrine, a glass-doored cabinet. Usually in Vernis Martin for dis-~ 
play of fine porcelains, etc. 

Cabriolet, a small Louis XV armchair. 

Camaieux, painting on French furniture executed and shaded in a single 
color. 

Cassolettes, mantel ornaments or for consoles. 

Chenets, andirons. 

Chevets, small commodes of two or three drawers with tall legs, usually 
used in pairs. 

Coquetries, elegant scenes and graceful figures, painted in bright and 
fresh tones, such as the work of Watteau on walls and furniture. 

Flambeaux, ,candlesticks. 

Fleur de Peche, pinkish marble. 

Faience, porcelain. 

Lustre a cristeau, crystal chandeliers. 

Piastres, beads. 

Singerie, decoration featuring monkeys, etc. 

Chinoiserie, in the Chinese manner. 

Pétrin, a high bread trough with a lidded top. Provincial. Used now 

desk or table. 

Vaisselier, a large cupboard with a solid front door. Provincial.
